Apprenticeships 
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Town siege 
Snowy dies 


A GUNMAN who perma¬ 
nently paralysed his land¬ 
lord during a shooting in 
Northampton has died in 
prison while serving a 20- 
year sentence for attempt¬ 
ed murder. 

Terry “Snowy” Marriott, aged 
69, brought havoc to Watkin Ter¬ 
race, in The Mounts, when he shot 
Derry Tew twice, leaving him per¬ 
manently paralysed, in a dramatic 
siege in November 2003. 

He also attacked locksmith 
Gregory MacKenzie in the double 
shooting before setting fire to his 
home then peacefully surrender¬ 
ing to police. 

Marriott, a scaffolder, was 
jailed a year later for the attempt¬ 
ed murder of his two victims, and 
was six years into a 20-year sen¬ 
tence when he fell ill last week. 

A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Justice confirmed Marriott had 
died in hospital but did not reveal 
the cause of death. 

He added an investigation was 
already under way and said: “On 
Wednesday, February 3, HMP 
Long Lartin prisoner Terry Mar¬ 
riott was taken to an outside hos¬ 
pital for treatment, but he was 
pronounced dead at 11pm on Sat¬ 
urday, February 6. The cause of 
death is unknown at present. 

“As with all deaths in custody, 



the Prisons and Probation Om¬ 
budsman will carry out an inves¬ 
tigation.” 

Pensioner Ted Haddon lived 
next door to Marriott for more 
than 40 years and recalled the mo¬ 
ments he spoke to his neighbour 
and took away his shotgun imme¬ 
diately after the shootings. 

He said: “I heard the gunshots 
and saw him running down the 
street. He stopped and talked to 
me, and said he had just shot two 
people. 

“He emptied all the cartridges 
out of the gun into the gutter, 
and handed it over to me. He was 
incredibly calm and then just 
waited for the police to turn up. 


He said he thought he had killed 
them both.” 

Mr Haddon, aged 82, won a po¬ 
lice bravery award for his actions 
during the terrifying siege. His 
son Don, aged 55, was the first per¬ 
son to alert the police on a frantic 
999 call. 

Don said: “We all saw him run¬ 
ning down the street with the gun, 
but had no idea what he had done 
at that point. I just phoned the 
police straight away. If it hadn’t 
been for Dad, he could have just 
carried on.” 

Reacting to the news of Mar¬ 
riott’s death, Mr Haddon said: “I 
would be very surprised if he had 
harmed himself in any way. You 
wouldn’t expect that of him. 

“But I’m glad to know he won’t 
be coming back here. 

“The whole thing is probably 
better left forgotten now. Not 
many people still live in Watkin 
Terrace who will remember him 
because people come and go so 
often, but the few of us still here 
don’t like to think about it.” 

Marriott was a well known 
character throughout The Mounts 
even before the shooting on No¬ 
vember 10, 2003. 

Ted Haddon said he was re¬ 
garded as “a bit of a hard nut” but 
added no-one in Watkin Terrace 
had suffered any problems with 
their neighbour during the time 
he lived in the quiet cul-de-sac.

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New bus 
depot is 
planned 


MOVES by bus company 
Stagecoach to set up a new 
bus depot as a possible alter¬ 
native to the Greyfriars station 
have been welcomed by coun¬ 
cil leaders. 

The town centre bus station has 
been earmarked for demolition since 
the publication of plans to expand the 
Grosvenor Centre in 2000. 

One of the factors believed to be 
holding up the move is the need for bus 
companies to find an alternative place 
to store their vehicles overnight. 

But now, in what has been seen as 
a breakthrough for the scheme, Stage¬ 
coach has revealed plans to create a 
new depot at the former Widney Cabs 
site in Main Road, Far Cotton. 

The leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, Councillor Brian Hoare (Lib 
Dem, Abington) said: “This is fur¬ 
ther evidence that we’re making real 
progress on developing the town cen¬ 
tre and the Grosvenor Centre project. 

“We know the public are looking for 
signs the project is going to be deliv¬ 
ered and this is the sort of development 


which should encourage everybody.” 

In its plans for the Widney Cabs site, 
Stagecoach has said a total of 78 buses 
would be based at the new facility, 
with the majority leaving at 4am and 
returning by lam. 

Stagecoach spokesman Adam Ride¬ 
out said: “Greyfriars bus station fulfils 
a number of functions for Stagecoach, 
the most important one being an en¬ 
closed, safe, single point of interchange 
for passengers to use buses in and out 
of the town. 

“It also acts as an overnight depot 
facility for our buses in Northampton 
and the planning application would al¬ 
low for a separate depot to be created. 

“Discussions with the council are 
still ongoing with regard to the future 
of the bus station and how it could be 
replaced.” 

Stagecoach’s plans will be discussed 
at a future meeting of the West North¬ 
amptonshire Development Corpora¬ 
tion. 

The £300 million Grosvenor Centre 
scheme suggests the bus station would 
be demolished to make way for a mas¬ 
sive extension to the shopping centre.

Tax shortfall costs millions 


A DROP in the number of people pay¬ 
ing their council tax has left North¬ 
amptonshire County Council with a 
multi-million-pound funding gap. 

Council chiefs have revealed the fall 
in council tax payments, combined 
with fewer new houses than expected 
being built over the past year, has left 
the authority taking in £2.5 million 
less than it predicted a year ago. 

The council’s finance chief, Council¬ 
lor Bill Parker (Con, Brambleside) said 
the funding gap had appeared because 
of the way the recession hit both the 


building trade and people’s ability to 
pay their council tax on time. 

He said: “We’re collecting less mon¬ 
ey and there are fewer new houses 
being built than we expected, so it’s a 
real double whammy for us. 

“Over the past year, we’ve seen the 
building industry come to a virtual 
standstill because of the recession, so 
the number of new houses we expected 
to see built has been a lot less than we 
thought it would be. 

“There’s also less money being col¬ 
lected from taxpayers. Whether that’s 


due to the recession and people being 
made redundant, we don’t know, but 
there has been a significant fall in the 
amount of money being collected.” 

The drop in cash being paid to the au¬ 
thority has meant the council’s plans 
to put aside £3 million for a rainy day 
have had to be scrapped. 

Councillor Parker said: “We were 
going to put £3 million into reserves, 
so we can’t do that now. The whole 
situation puts both us under greater 
pressure and unfortunately the coun¬ 
cil tax payers who can pay.” 


County 

medical 

services 

rapped 

COMPLAINTS about North¬ 
amptonshire’s NHS medical 
services are among the highest 
of all NHS areas in England, 
according to a new statistics. 

Figures by the Patients As¬ 
sociation show that between 
April 2008 and March 2009 peo¬ 
ple made more than 860 com¬ 
plaints about general medical 
and dental treatment in the 
county. 

Lincolnshire NHS Primary 
Care Trust headed the league 
table with more than 1,700 
complaints followed by Surrey 
PCT and Hampshire PCT with 
1,000. Northamptonshire was 
fifth highest. 

Moya Me Vicar, a represent¬ 
ative of Northamptonshire’s 
patient watchdog LINk, said 
bosses at NHS Northampton¬ 
shire ought to sit up and take 
notice of what patients thought 
of the standard of treatment. 

She said: “I think this is a 
wake-up call telling people 
that things have to improve. 
Now that people are feeling 
comfortable with making com¬ 
plaints because of the ease of 
doing it on the internet, they 
are not going to hold back.” 

The break down of the fig¬ 
ures showed that a total of 712 
complaints were made about 
general medical issues and 150 
about dental treatment. 

However there were no com¬ 
plaints by patients at all about 
GPs in the 12 month period. 

NHS Northamptonshire 
said it encouraged justified 
complaints, to see where serv¬ 
ices could be improved. 

Jan Norman, director of 
safeguarding for NHS North¬ 
amptonshire, said: “Identify¬ 
ing and learning from the indi¬ 
vidual experiences of patients 
enables us to make changes 
to our services and improve 
them. The number of com¬ 
plaints should also be placed 
in context, in an average day 
in Northamptonshire 13,900 
people see their GP.”

STAFF from the coun¬ 
ty council's Longtown 
Outdoor Education Cen¬ 
tre have embarked on a 
150-mile challenge that 
will see them canoeing 
from Northampton to 
Wales in seven days. 

The group will paddle 
across England’s inland wa¬ 
terways to raise money for 
Northampton Hope Centre, 
formerly the Northampton 
Soup Kitchen. 

The outdoor enthusiasts 
donned their wet suits and 
braved snow flurries and cold 
weather as they set off for 
their epic challenge on Mon¬ 
day. 

The trip comes 12 months af¬ 
ter canoeists from Longtown, 
run by Northamptonshire 
County 
Council, 
took part 
in a short¬ 
er char¬ 
ity paddle 
from Her¬ 
efordshire 
to North¬ 
ampton. 

It was on 
this journey 
that the head 
of the out¬ 
door centre, 

Mike Fawcett, 
decided to raise money for 
Northampton Hope Centre 
after finding men sleeping 
rough under a bridge in se¬ 
vere weather conditions. 

Mr Fawcett said: “We were 
paddling along the Grand Un¬ 
ion Canal and came across 
some people sleeping rough 
under the canal bridge. 

“It reminded us that there 
are people in Northampton¬ 
shire sleeping rough. 

“It soon became clear that 
we could raise money for a 
worthwhile cause.” 

The team includes opera¬ 


tions manager Lee Cave, of 
Rushden, trainee instructor 
Tom Sharpe, of Kingsthorpe, 
Northampton, and fundraiser 
Laurianne Mackenzie of Co- 
genhoe. 

Mr Fawcett said the team 
had been well prepared for 
tough conditions. He added: 
“We will have to look out for 
each other on the River Avon 
as it is hazardous there.” 

The quest sees the team 
canoeing on the Grand Un¬ 
ion Canal, River Avon, River 
Severn and Severn Estuary 
to reach their goal in Wales, 
amid typical wintry condi¬ 
tions. 

On a visit to the charity Mr 
Fawcett discovered that two 
of the Hope Centre’s clients 
were ex- servicemen. 

Hope Cen¬ 
tre spokes¬ 
woman Deb¬ 
bie Galton 
said the 
charity had 
seen an in¬ 
take of ex- 
service¬ 
men and 
women 
who were 
strug¬ 
gling 
to cope 
with the return 
to civilian life. 

She said: “I think the caus¬ 
es for homelessness and social 
exclusion among ex-service¬ 
men or women are the same 
as among any other group in 
society: mental health prob¬ 
lems, childhood troubles, pov¬ 
erty, divorce, addiction and, 
increasingly, debt-related 
problems. But the transition 
from military to civilian life 
can trigger problems.” 

The team will aim to raise 
as much money as possible 
for the Hope Centre.

POTHOLES, anti-social be¬ 
haviour and youth drinking 
were among the concerns 
raised at a residents' drop- 
in session in Northampton. 

Representatives from the emer¬ 
gency services and the county 
council joined Conservative MP 
for Northampton South, Brian 
Binley, and neighbourhood war¬ 
dens at St James Community 
Centre on Saturday to hear from 
people living in the area about 


pressing local issues. Organiser 
and Councillor Suresh Patel {Con, 
St James ) hailed the event - which 
attracted more than 50 people - as 
a success. 

He said: “This is the first time 
we’ve organised this and we’ve 
had a good response so far so hope¬ 
fully it’s something we can try on 
a regular basis. We have heard a 
lot of concerns we can take back 
and work on. 

“Potholes is the number one 
issue at the moment but there is 


also one area having a problem 
with drinking by young people.” 

Among those attending were 
65-year-old David Finlay and 
Anwarul Momen, aged 40. As 
residents of Weedon Road they 
reported fears over safety from 
nearby Ross Road being used as 
a rat-run. 

Mr Binley said: “I never expect¬ 
ed crowds. If we have a few peo¬ 
ple who feel slightly more secure 
knowing we’re looking into their 
problems we’ve done some good.”

Matt, 40, who grew up in Lings 
and is now based in Paulerspury, 
said: “I started out in life much 
like a lot of young people these 
charities look after. 

“I grew up in a council flat and 
we had nothing. Just floorboards. 
There were times when home¬ 
lessness was quite easily a pos¬ 
sibility. Sometimes it just takes 
someone to come along and make 
a difference.” 

And he has vowed to continue 
giving to good causes for the rest 
of his life. 

He said: “I always knew I’d be 
a millionaire. When I was 16, I 
had a dream - I’d become a mil¬ 
lionaire, and for every million 
pounds I made, I was giving half 
away. I’ve been telling that story 
for decades, and now I’m doing 
it.” 


Matt sold HomePride, which 
had a turnover of £4 million, in 
a multi-million pound deal in De¬ 
cember. And he’s already iden¬ 
tifying local people to help. His 
giving will focus on the cost of 
heating, and making it affordable 
for all. 

He is currently founding a 
group of businesses - The Stock- 
dale Group - which will be ob¬ 
ligated to give 50 per cent of all 
earnings to good causes “for gen¬ 
erations to come”. 

He added: “There are a lot of 
wealthy people out there, and I 
want to appeal to them: If you 
gave half your money away, 
would your life really change?” 

He said he was determined to 


inspire others like him to give to 
those in need. He added: “I may 
be a single voice, but I shout very 
loudly. I’m hoping to make some 
real, lasting change.” 

Kate Gelder, fundraising devel¬ 
opment manager for Northamp¬ 
tonshire YMCA, said of Friday‘s 
surprise donation: “I went weak 
at the knees. People have been 
asking to see the cheque, because 
they can’t believe it until they see 
it. We’re very grateful.” 

Michael Ellis, Conservative 
Parlimentary Candidate for 
Northampton North, who partici¬ 
pated in the sleep out and invited 
Matt along, said: “This is just the 
kind of social justice project I’m 
interested in supporting.”

last Christmas, but sprung 
back into life last week dur¬ 
ing a particularly cold and 
gloomy day. 

Councillor Crake said: 
“Usually a few people tele¬ 
phone the market office to ask 
for a CD to be put on and they 
then choose something jolly 
and inoffensive for the trad¬ 
ers and the people of the town 
to enjoy for an hour or two.

NORTHAMPTON- 
BASED outdoor retail 
chain. Blacks Leisure, 
has asked City investors 
for more than £20m to 
help fund a major over¬ 
haul and expansion of 
its business. 

The company, which oper¬ 
ates the Millets chain as well 
as its own brand shops, is 
planning up to 35 new stores 
and the refurbishment of ex¬ 
isting sites. 

Bosses claimed the move 
was part of the “crucial 
growth phase” of the group’s 
recovery, after a deal with 
landlords in November helped 
secure its future. 

Chief executive Neil Gillis 
said the company’s recovery 
plan meant it was now in a 
stronger position than it had 
been for a number of years. 

His confidence was fuelled 
by recent trading after like- 
for-like sales improved 15.2 
per cent in the six weeks to 
January 7, fuelled largely by 
the country’s extended cold 
snap over the Christmas and 
New Year period. 

In the period from August 
29 to January 7, the group 


saw a 12 per cent increase in 
same-store sales, supported 
by a 13.1 per cent rise for its 
outdoor division, although 
the group’s small boardwear 
chain experienced a like-for- 
like decrease of 4.4 per cent. 

The most recent sales fig¬ 
ures followed a restructuring 
programme and the closure of 
87 loss-making stores in the 
fourth quarter of 2009. 

In the six months to August, 
Blacks suffered pre-tax losses 
of £18.1m, up from £6.7m a 
year earlier, as its boardwear 
division and under-perform¬ 
ing Blacks and Millets stores 
dragged the group down. 

The firm’s expansion plan 
includes re-opening shops 
in areas where the company 
had previously closed them, 
especially those which had 
strong sales and where it was 
felt high rents may have been 
a factor in them being loss¬ 
making. 

The fundraising will pay 
for the refurbishment of cur¬ 
rent stores, which Blacks said 
had suffered from years of un¬ 
der-investment. The project 
will be financed through the 
placing and open offer of new 
shares, which will generate 
net proceeds of £20.3m.

Making MPV moves 



T HERE are some cars that the man 
or woman in the street will tell you 
they’d love to own despite never having 
driven or even sat behind the wheel. Coupes, 
sports saloons, convertibles, even cute 
city cars or commanding 4x4s, you could 
imagine any of these yanking on the heart 
strings of an individual, depending on their 
personal taste. With the MPV, things are a 
bit different. It’s hard to lust after something 
so overwhelmingly functional but ask the 
thousands of MPV owners up and down the 
country and they’ll tell you that life wouldn’t 
be the same without theirs. Peugeot will be 
hoping its 5008 forms just such a strong bond 
with its owners but to achieve this, it will 
have to do the basics well. 

The MPV or Multi-Purpose Vehicle has 
become big business in today’s car market. 
More than any other category of car, they’re 
fashioned specifically around the needs 
of the family and they’ve proven popular 
enough to prompt most of the big car brands 
to dip at least one toe in the water. Peugeot 
has had MPVs but compared to its main¬ 
stream rivals, it’s always appeared strangely 
reticent when it came to expanding its 
people carrier offering, especially in the 
profitable compact MPV sector. 

The 5008 is part of a more concerted effort 
on Peugeot’s part to tap into a market where 
many felt it should have been all along. 

Based on Citroen’s Grand C4 Picasso, it gets 
off to a promising start. 

A familiar crop of engines power the 5008 
in a range that leans heavily on Peugeot’s 
impressive HDi diesels. The 1.6-litre HDi 
has llObhp and is offered with a choice of 
six-speed manual or the 6-speed robotised au¬ 
tomatic. With the 2.0-litre HDi, there’s a con¬ 
ventional automatic option supplementing 
the manual but the two gearboxes come with 
different power outputs. Manual customers 
have to make do with 150bhp while the auto 
model’s engine is upgraded to 163bhp. On the 
petrol front, there’s a 1.6-litre VTi unit with 
120bhp or the 156bhp 1.6-litre THP which 
uses a turbocharger to boost performance. 
Some of Peugeot’s recent efforts have been 


hit and miss from a styling perspective, the 
main bone of contention being the enormous 
frontal air-intake that the marque insisted 
on applying to all its new models for a while. 
The 5008 departs from this controversial 
theme with a more conservative and classy 
look that should appeal to a wider audience. 
Huge front light clusters sweep back up the 
sides of the bonnet and the chrome bar that 
splits the horizontal grille is mirrored by 
three more that run across the trio of air- 
intakes below. 

There are three trim levels for 5008 - Ac¬ 
tive, Sport and Exclusive - that all feature 


the characteristic Multiflex interior with 
seven seats. Standard across the range are 
ESP (Electronic Stability Programme), an 
automatic electric parking brake with Hill 
Assist, Energy Saver tyres and air condition¬ 
ing. The mid-range 5008 Sport models that 
most will choose are equipped with 17” alloy 
wheels, the Aluminium pack (trim for front 
grille, front fog lights and chrome detailing), 
cruise control with speed limiter, a lighting 
pack with removable torch, a Storage pack 
(under seat and footwell storage), a colour 
coded exterior and front fog lights. 

Citroen’s diesel engines do a grand job 


in terms of fuel economy. The 1.6-litre HDi 
manual car returns 52.3mpg and 143g/km 
emissions but the star performer is the 
model using that engine and the robotised 
self-shifting gearbox. This 5008 gets over 
54mpg on the combined cycle and emits just 
135g/km. Both of the petrol engines and 
the 2.0-litre HDi diesels are compliant with 
Euro5 emissions standards and all of the 
diesel engines are fitted with the FAP diesel 
particulate filter. 

The MPV sector hasn’t been a particularly 
strong area for Peugeot in the past but the 
5008 is aiming to put that right.

IAN SAMPSON classed 
Tuesday night's ram¬ 
pant win over Accring¬ 
ton Stanley as the best 
since he took charge of 
the Cobblers.

SAINTS flanker Scott Gray is report¬ 
edly on new Super 15 franchise Mel¬ 
bourne Rebels’ wanted list. 

The Rebels have been given special 
dispensation by the Australian Rugby 
Union to sign up foreigners for their 
Super 15 debut in 2011. 

Melbourne have recruited former 
Bath coach John Connelly to scour Eu¬ 
rope for possible targets and Gray is on 
his list of potential signings. 

Gray’s contract is due to expire 
at the end of the season after Saints 
snapped up the 31-year-old from Na¬ 
tional League One outfit Doncaster in 
April 2008. Melbourne seemed to be

Raising the participation age

From 2013 all young people will have to stay in 
some form of education or training until the 
age of 17, and from 2015 until the age of 18. 

The government believes that only by raising the 
participation age will young people gain the 
skills and qualifications they need to build their 
own future and to ensure the country's 
economic and social prosperity. To prepare for 
this fundamental change collaboration is crucial. 
Already in Northamptonshire schools, colleges, 
employers, Connexions advisers and the local 
authority are working together to coordinate a 
wide array of education and training options for 
young people and to provide the kinds of 
support they and their families need to choose 
the right pathway. 

The main learning pathways are: 

• GCSE and A and AS levels are subject 
based qualifications. They are mostly classroom 
based with a mix of theory and subject based 
investigations. Five GCSEs (grade A* to C) or other 
level 2 qualification are usually needed to go on to 
AS and A levels. 

• Foundation, Higher or Advanced 
Diplomas have been designed in partnership with 
employers and universities and can lead on to 
further study or work. They are a mix of classroom 
learning, practical hands-on experience and 
project work. As of September 2010, Diplomas in 
ten occupational sector areas are available in 
selected schools across the county. 


• Foundation Learning 

A national programme mainly for students at entry 
level or level 1, taken either at school or college. It 
covers vocational or subject learning that includes 
skills for work and personal development. 

• Employment with Training 

At 16 a young person can take a job, but ideally 
should continue to develop skills by taking a 
course leading to a nationally recognised 
qualification. After the participation age is raised in 
2013 all young people taking up work at 16 will 
continue learning part-time for an accredited 
qualification. 

Confused? Help is at hand 

Connexions provides information, advice, guidance and 
support to young people aged 1 3-19 (and up to age 25 
for young people with learning difficulties or disabilities). 
Young people can see a Personal Adviser either at their 
local Connexions Access Point, at a drop in session at 
school or college or within the community. 

Clare Malings, Connexions Personal Adviser said: "I give 
information and advice to help younq people with 
education, careers, training and employment. I help 
young people understand and make sense of all the 
different options available now and in the future and 
ensure they make the right choice for them. Some 
young people have personal development or life issues 
such as money or confidence, and I work with them to 
overcome these barriers to prevent them from dropping 
out of education, employment or training. It is also 
important that parents and carers understand the many 
different options and I often talk with them at option 
evenings at school. We also provide a range of 
information resources to help them support their 
teenagers."
